NEW FUNCTIONS OF STATE GOVERNMENT CAUSE CONFUWS- 
ING INCREASE IN TOTALS 


Provisions Of Administration Sales And Gross Income Taxes Are 
Considered Along With Deficits And Diversions : 
Of Revenues :

Now that the matter of “political payrolls” has again been dis- 
posed of, at least for the present, suppose the attention of the read- 
er be turned for the moment to a consideration of the 1933-35 budget 
and the special appropriations as finally adopted by the legislature 


and approved by the governor. 
exist in the minds of the citizens 
curred to require more money to’ 
be raised by the state than ever. 
before. 

_ For the purpose of this discus- 
sion let round numbers be employ-. 
ed for the sake of a better under- 
standing. Also for the purpose of : 
a better understanding let the’ 
items be divided into groups in 
order that ap- 
propriate and 
correct compari- 
sons may be 
made. The read- 
er is cautioned 
to remember 
that two new 
fields of state 
spending were 
created by the 
1933 legislature, 
both of these 
functions having been heretofore 
entirely stipported by local taxes 
on local property. These two new 
purposes demand the raising of 
$27,000,000 not heretofore .. includ- 
or other state 
revenues. They are: Emergency 
welfare aid, $12,000,000; state aid 
to local school districts, $15,000,- 
000. 


$27,000,000 Replacement 
It should be borne in mind also 


is expended on these purposes, 
then every penny provided by the 
state from the sales tax is a 
direct replacement of an equal 
amount which otherwise would 
have of necessity been provided 
by a tax upon property assessed 


and levied by local assessors. On 
the contrary, to the extent that 
the state spends more money in 
these respects than would have 
been spent if left in the hands of 
local authorities, just to that ex- 
tent are the taxpayers of the 
state in general penalized. 

The current purpose budget 
covering state departments, insti- 
tutions, colleges and the university 
adopted by the 1931 legislature 
amounted to approximately $29,- 
000,000, all of tnts sum _ being 
provided by a state tax levied 
against the properties of the 
state. The 1983 legislature for 
these same purposes appropriated 
$19,000,000 but was forced to 
add to this sum to make up for 
deficiencies in the revenues of the 
previous two-year period which 
amounted to approximately. $10,- 
700,000. These deficienciegy were 
the direct result of two causes, 
namely failure to appropriate suf- 
ficient sums to meet actual dé- 
mands and inability of the tax- 
payers te pay the taxes levied for

“While the Northern Sanator- 
ium has been under discussion in 
two sessions of the Legislature 
and for some time has demanded 
the attention of persons and or- 
ganizations interested in the era- 
dication of tuberculosis, it prob- 
ably would be of interest ‘and 
value to the Governor to hear 
directly from people in the district 
how they feel in the matter,” 
stated Dr. O’Brien. . 

“The project is one that promis- 
es benefits to this section of the 
State both in the form of unem- 
ployment relief and in the form 
of protection against: tuberculosis: 
It should have the support of 
every thoughtful person who is 
aware of the tremendous costs of 
tuberculosis in preventable sick- 
ness and unnecessary, disease- 
caused poverty.” 

Built under the National Recov- 
ery Act, 30 per cent of the sana- 
torium’s. cost will be met by Fed- 
eral funds. The. remaining 70 
percent will take the form of a 
self-liquidating loan. In the case 
of the Northern Sanatorium, re- 
payment of this loan may be made 
when tax revenues that now are 
being used temporarily for other 


purposes are returned to the 
Northern Sanatorium building 
fund. 


NEW RULE GOVERNS POSTAL 
SAVINGS INTEREST 


The new ruling governing postal 
savings deposits by the depart- 
ment at Washington will greatly 
reduce the income of people who 
have made such deposits. Here- 
tofore if anyone had deposited 
money in the postal savings and 
allowed it to remain for the re- 
quired time it would draw interest 
and, whenever he withdrew it, he 
would have the accumulated in- 
terest ag well as the principal.

However the property tax sy3- 
tem had broken down. The people 
of the state were virtually upon 
strike. They had

money to help out local units . of

After months of discussion and 
debate and conflict of -interest the 
straight three per cent retail sales 
tax was decided) upon.
